“The Security Council and the troop-contributing countries heard a 
briefing under rule 39 of its provisional rules of procedure by Mr. William 
Lacy Swing, Special Representative of the Secretary-General for the 
Democratic Republic of the Congo. Major-General Patrick Cammaert, 
Commander of the Eastern Division and Deputy Force Commander of 
MONUC, made a statement.
